There is hereby appropriated out of
any moneys in the general fund not otherwise ap-
propriated, a sum sufficient to pay the salaries of
the janitor of the assembly for the session of 1883,
and the speaker’s messenger and the clerk of com-
mittee on bills on their reading, for the session of
1883, as authorized by joint resolution number 13,
A., and short-hand reporter for the committee on
state affairs of the assembly.

CHAPTER 180.

AN ACT relating to the salaries of judicial officers within the
state and amendatory of section 694 of the revised statutes.
T he people of the state of Wisconsin, represented

in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Salariesof ju- - SECTION 1. Section 694 of the revised statutes
e is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Sec-
tion 694. The county board, at their annual meet-

ing in November, shall fix the amount of salary

which shall be received by every county officer,
including county judge, who is to be elected in the

county during the next ensuing year, and is en-

titled to receive a salary payable out of the county
treasury, and the salary so fixed shall not be in-

creased or diminished during his term of office.

All salaries shall be paid out of the county treas-

ury quarter yearly at the end of each quarter.

All salaries, the amounts whereof have heretofore

been declared and fixed by the county board at
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any time, or heretofore established by law, shall
be and remain the salaries of such officers, until
the county board shall fix the amount thereof in
accordance with the provisions of thissection, and
when such amount is once fixed by the county
board, it shall be and remain as the salary of such
officer until changed as herein provided. All ac-
tion of the county boards of this state heretofore
had upon this- sub]ecu is hereby legalized and
made valid.

SectioN 2. The salary of any judicial officers gua not be
within this state, when once fixed by law, or by increased or
authority of any law, shall not be increased or
diminished during his term of office.

SectioN 8.  All acts or parts of acts contraven-
ing the provisions of this acl are hereby repealed.
